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Weltner’s Book, 


‘Southerner’, Reviewed 


Rev. S. Lawrence Johnson, pastor of 
Pilgrim Church, Birmingham, had the 
following review of the SOUTHERNER 
by Charles L. Weltner to appear in the 
UNITED CHURCH HERALD: 


“No one should write about the South 
‘but a born Southerner or a person who 
has lived most of his life in the South. 
The Southern mind is as different from 
the Northern as the sun from the moon, 
Charles Longstreet Weltner is a Sou- 
therner. ‘The Southerners have an in- 
definable pride in the South. Southern- 


ers are fond of each other... the way 
we talk; we like courtesies . . . easy 
friendships . . . the soil . . . in short, 


we like the South,’ 


“With a canny appreciation of his 
neighbors, with love and understanding 
he questions where we have been, 
where we are and where we are going. 
With consummate skill, compassion and 
completely honest objectiveness the 
Congressman from Atlanta makes his 
study. This is a book by a Southerner 
for Southerners, ‘but the Northerner 
ean read it with profit and he will gain 
insight and become less critical. The 
author appreciates the fears, frustra- 
tions, fortunes of his people and a way 
of life that cannot be known, or for 
that matter comiprehended, until one 
has lived in the South and become a 
part of its culture. 


“ ‘Before 1900, there were few segre- 
gation statutes’, is a fact difficult for 
the outsider to grasp. In looking at the 
position of the Negro this book points 
out it is “not due to any inherent vice 
on the part of the Negro, but rather 
to centuries of carefully enforced ig- 
norance and the conniving of rapacious 
Northerners who followed the troops 
for public plunder, the disenfranchise- 
ment of responsible whites, the total 

“ destruction of the economy, and the 
ruination of Southern lands.” 

“After the War Between the States, 


it is asserted: ‘The Southerner (white) 
felt himself helpless, the pawn of a 
higher power in Federal uniform... ’ 
But there was another Southerner for 
whom. Reconstruction was no easy lot. 
The slave was now free. What did 
freedom mean? A former slave explain 
ed: ‘I am now my own mistress, and 
need not work when I am sick. I can 
do my own thinking without having 
anyone to think for me — to tell me 
when to come, what to do and sell me 
when they get ready.’ That was free- 
dom. But there was no work for him 
not to do, Those who had known how 
to till the soil had gone to war and ma- 
ny had been killed. The land was rav- 
aged. 


“The question was: ‘Who then was 
the slave? The black man, born in 
bondage, who lived to be freed — or 
the white man, born free, who died 
that another might continue to enjoy 
his chattels?’ Mlany Northerners will 
be astonished to learn that the majori- 
ty of white Southerners before the war 
did not own slaves and were not in 
sympathy with the practice. 


“<The North has never had the wit 
and the South has never had the will 
to solve the race problem’ is a sage ob- 
servation, There is a strong tendency 
to blame the Southerner completely 
for the present unrest. Surely he has 
his share of responsibility, which he 
recognizes. On the other hand, the 
North is by no means lily white,”

The Board of Directors is called to 
meet in the Central Church, Atlanta, 
February 21, 1967, beginning at 10:30 
a. m. The budget for the Conference 
fcr 1967 is to be discussed and approv-- 
ed. The Finance Committee and the 
Executive Committee of the Confer- 
ence met recently and developed a pro- 
posed budget. 


The Personnel Committee of the Con- 
ference is now making a job analysis 
for a third staff member of the Con- 
ference if funds can be found to secure 
such a person, This analysis will be 
part of the agenda for the Directors. 

The Directors will also seek to im- 
plement the theme of the Conference 
for the April meeting. 


The Directors should review 1966, 
the first year of operation as a Con- 
ference of the United Church of Christ. 
Where do we go from here? The find- 
ings of the Ministers’ Convocation will 
be reviewed and studied. 


By the February meeting, the Con- 
ference parsonage in Atlanta should be 
sold. Those now serving the Conference 
as staff members have housing allow- 
ances, enabling them to provide their 
own homes. The Directors will need 
to make some provision for the use of 
funds resulting from the sale of the 
parsonage. 


The Board of Directors should spend 
time in prayer and meditation, for the 
problems we face in this area are im- 
mense but not unsurmountable. The 
future of many of our small churches 
is of utmost concern. The evangelistic 
outreach of our churches is pitifully 
weak. The stewardship of our posse3- 
sions is woefully inadequate. Empty 
pulpits are all too common an occur- 
rence. Candidates for the ministry are 
not being produced. We are too satis- 
fied with the accomplishments of yes- 
terday but not too aware of the re- 
sponsibilities we have for tomorrow.

Lanett Church Has 
Stewardship Month 


Stewardship Month was observed in 
the Lanett Church in November.

The accepted 
budget for 1967 is the largest ever pro- 
posed by the Lanett Church. 


Beginning on Wednesday night, No- 
vember 30, a Stewardship Institute 
was held, under the direction of the 
Area Minister, Dr. Jesse H. Dollar. The 
month came to a close with Church 
Loyalty Sunday on December 4. Dr. 
Dollar spoke for morning worship. 
Those responsible for Every Member 
Canvass had lunch together in Fellow- 
ship Hall and received final instruc- 
tions for the canvass. 


The teams went out by twos to pre- 
sent the ministry of the church to the 
people not attending church that day 
or not responding in the morning with 
their pledges. Before the day was fin- 
ished the budget for next year was 
over-subscribed. Late reports have 
pushed the total to more than $1,500 
over the budget, 


In addition to the raising of the bud- 
get in personal pledges, the Lanett 
Church was challenged and enriched 
spiritually by the whole experience. 
We are indebted to Dr. Dollar for his 
efficient leadership.

Water For Dodoni 


Isolated high in the hills of Greece 
is the village of Dodoni, whose people 
for centuries survived on_ pitifully 
seanty crops, raised by most primitive 
means. Daily in the growing season, in 
order to water the gardens, the women 
had to make a three-hour trip carry- 
ing heavy barrels of water on their 
backs, where not even wheelbarrows 
could be maneuvered over the terrain. 


Now, through Church World Service, 
they have new hope. They are bringing 
up materials to build a canal to bring 
the water they so badly need for irri- 
gation. 157 men and 274 women have 
participated; they are helped by ex- 
pert advisors from the churches, and 
paid in needed food, to tide them over 
till the canal system is available.

United Church Curriculum 


The second semester of the United 
Church Curriculum begins the first 
Sunday in February and continues 
through June. Theme for the second 
semester is “Belonging to the Christian 
Fellowship,” providing opportunities to 
learn more about the life and work of 
the Christian church — past and pre- 
sent — as well as to take our part in 
its witness today. 


During this semester, kindergarten 
children will learn how God works 
through people, how God plans for 
people to help each other, and how 
children may be “Helping One An- 
other.” 


The primary children’s course, “The 
Mark of Christians,” will help boys and 
girls discover for themselves that peo- 
ple who belong to the Christian fel- 
lowship love God and seek to do his 
will. 


“Understanding the Church” should 
enable lower junior children to gain a 
clearer understanding of what the 
church fellowship is as they study and 
experience this fellowship in action. 


Juniors of grades five and six in 
their course “What Is the Church?” 
will be helped to learn about the first 
century church, understand what it 
means to be a Protestant, organize 
their understanding of what the church 
is, and deepen their persona! loyalty 
to the church. 


“TI Believe” is the 
title of the course for seventh and 
eighth grade youth, in which they 
come to see the church as a community 
of believers in the person and work of 
Jesus Christ; as a worldwide fellow- 
ship with a dynamic mission; and as 
a fellowship to which they belong. 


The affirmation 


Middle high young people will be 
awakened to an awareness of the pow- 
er of the Christian church through the 
ages; will come to know themselves in 
a deeper fashion as loyal members of 
that fellowship and will understand the 
forces that have shaped the church-~ 
this as they explore “My Christian 
Heritage.” 


Youth of grades eleven and twelve 
will be launched on a “Journey into 
Faith,” coming to see the Christian 
faith as the inescapable answer to their 


own quest for meaning and purpose; 
as they participate in the fellowship 
which is the church; and as they form- 
ulate their own personal beliefs with 
regard to God, Christ, the church, the 
Bible, prayer and worship. 


For adults, the February-June ma- 
terials of the United Church Curricu- 
lum are directed toward “The World- 
wide Mission of the Church,” a sub- 
ject having to do with “the amazing 
variety of ways by which Christians 
translate their faith into action.” Both 
the teacher’s coursebook, using the 
foregoing title, and the student’s re- 
source book, “Partners with the Al- 
mighty,” were written by Dr. David 
M. Stowe, a missionary to North China 
under the former American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions of 
Congregational Christian Churches. 


UNIFORM SERIES AVAILABLE 


The United Church of Christ also 
publishes a Uniform Series for Sun- 
day Church School classes from junior 
age through adult. The Uniform Series 
is on a quarterly basis, with “Luke, 
Gospel of Compassion” being the over- 
all topic for the January-March quar- 
ter. In addition to a magazine for 
teachers of juniors, youth and adults, 
there are also separate quarterlies for 
each of these age groups.

The Christian Bone Factory 


The influence of the two per cent of 
India’s population who are Christians 
is yet very powerful, even in the writ- 
ing of the nation’s democratic consti- 
tution. Another example is that called 
by non-Christians “the Christian bone 
factory.” The Christian village of Bis- 
rampur no longer fears old taboos, like 
the one forbidding handling of dead 
animals. So the villagers scour the 
countryside for animal carcasses, and 
make bone meal in a cooperative fac- 
tory. This fertilizer, distributed in 
nearby areas and even hundreds of 
miles distant, helps Christians and non- 
Christians to nourish the soil and make 
it produce more nourishment to fight 
famines. 


Budget For 1967 


The Finance Committee of the 
Southeast Conference met with the 
Executive Committee on December 10, 
1966, and presented a proposed budget 
for 1967. After much discussion, the 
Executive Committee asked the Fi- 
nance Committee to reconstruct the 
budget to include the necessary fi- 
nances for employing a third staff 
member, The Finance Committee came 
up with a total budget of $74,222.00. 


This total not only includes expenses 
cf the Conference, but also an estimat- 
ed giving to Our Christian World Mis- 
sion for national instrumentalities of 
$13,000 and an expenditure of $10,500 
aid to churches within the Conference. 


The Findnce Committee can see some 
problems ahead in the securing of this 
amount of money. It is hoped that the 
churches will be able to give to Our 
Christian World Mission and thus un- 
derwrite more than two-thirds of the 
total. The Division of Christian Edu- 
cation and other national sources may 
be able to help us. Interested indivi- 
duals and groups within the churche; 
can help. We can work together at 
this task and become a stronger Con- 
ference,
